CHAPTER V. 

THE MANUFACTORIES. 

Many and varied have been the manufactories carried on within and on the 
borders of the parish. 

At Swinford, or Swineheved, there was at an early period — said to be from 
the time of Elizabeth — a mill worked by water power, for grinding logwood 
and other hard woods imported from South America for dyeing purposes. 
These mills were owned by the Tyndall family. The machinery was most 
primitive and of the rudest kind. The mill possessed a large pair of vertical 
stone rollers of granite of superior quality, which were the gift of some member 
of the royal family of Denmark. Prince George of Denmark, brother of 
Charles V, King of Denmark, who in 1683 married Princess Anne, visited 
Bath in 1692, but her sister Queen Mary II, forbade the Mayor and Corpora- 
tion to pay them any mark of respect. In March, 1701-2, Anne was 
proclaimed Queen, and in the year following they again visited Bath, and it is 
probable that he then gave the mill stones. These mills were discontinued 
about 1860, and the stone rollers were removed to the logwood mills at 
Chewton Keynsham, where they are still used. 

After the Tyndalls, the Swinford Mills were worked by Lediard, Jones 
and Co., who were also the owners of the mills at Chewton Keynsham. 

There were also at Swinford mills for rolling copper sheeting carried on by 
John Freeman and Company, from the middle of the last century till the 
end of the year 1860, when the premises were sold by auction, and the 
mills are now used for casting and rolling lead. 

In the village of Bitton the waters of the Boyd, by being ponded back, 
were made available by the Bristol Brass Battery and Copper Company,' 
viz.. Smith, Harford, Lloyd, Champion and Loscombe. Here disks of brass 
were by tilt hammers beaten into pans and dishes, chiefly for the African 
market. The Company had similar works at Kelston and Saltford, but the 
chief establishment was, and still is, at Keynsham, where brass is made and 
converted into tubes, plates, wire, &c., &c. The same firm exists under

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a different proprietorship, the present and only partners being Mr, Donald 
Bain and his brother— Mr. D. W. Bain, J. P., of Portreeth, Cornwall. 

The original company had works also on Kingswood Hill, commonly 
called the Cupola Works, also a Tower for making shot. At the time 
when the work of building the Holy Trinity Church was commenced these 
buildings were in ruins and the stones were used in the building then in 
hand. On this site now stands New Cheltenham. 

The work carried on in these Cupola Towers was the making of Spel- 
ter or Zinc out of Calamine or Black Jack ore dug in the Mendip Hills. 
One Mr. John Champion (son of Nehemiah Champion) was the inventor 
who, in 1758, secured the secret by patent. No. 726, in which the 
particulars are fully set forth. The work was first carried on in Bristol 
and removed to Conham, under the management of Mr. James Emerson, 
who had been the manager under Mr. Champion and his successor in 
the business. The largest works were afterward carried on at Warmley, 
on the borders of Bitton. Here were a series of furnaces arranged in 
lines facing each other like houses in a street; also cottages for work- 
men : in the centre was a house for shops with tower and clock ; 
annexed, was a substantial family residence, in front of which was a 
large pond with rows of trees on either side ; from this pond water 
was supplied for the use of some of the machinery. This enterprising manu- 
facturer at last became a bankrupt, and about 1770 the works were sold to the 
Bristol Brass and Copper Company, who carried on the same with success. 

The following is copied from the Journals of the House of Commons : 
William Champion, Nehemiah Champion's youngest son, was one of 
the first English manufacturers of Spelter ; previously imported from India. 
He had his works at Warmley, a freehold property bequeathed to him 
by his father. On the 2 1st February, 1750, William Champion presented 
a petition to the House of Commons, in which he stated: — "That he had 
spent a great portion of his life in the study of mineral productions, and 
had travelled into most parts of Europe in pursuit of such knowledge. 
On his return to England he found the supply of Tontonage, commonly 
called Spelter, depended on the East Indies. Ingrossers had raised the 
price, in 1731, to £260 per ton. He had resolved to try to discover 
the art of making it. He had pursued his experiments for six years at 
great expense. He had applied in 1737 for a patent for making Tontonage 
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or Spelter, and which was just expired. He had erected large premises 
and made 200 tons, when the importers brought in a large supply, and 
lowered the price from £260 to £48 per ton, at a supposed profit of £22 
to £25 per ton to the importers. Not being able to procure such prices 
for his Spelter as would admit of profit, is a great sufferer. The Spelter 
being made wholly from the produce of this kingdom, and many hundreds 
of poor being employed, he prayed for an extension of the patent." The 
petition was referred to a committee. It was opposed by petition from 
certain merchants, traders, and others of Preston, on 26th March, 1751, 
and the Bill was abandoned. — ft/bwryia/^. House of Commons.) This 
petition was for a renewal of Patent granted to him in 1738 — No. 564. 

The traditional history of John Champion is remarkable and worthy of 
record. In early life he went to Holland, there representing himself as a 
beggar, and got employed there many years as a labourer, during which time 
he was learning the secret to make brass and zinc* When he left he 
induced several workmen to return with him to England, and with them 
he set up the works at Warmley. The variety of languages which they 
spoke gave rise to the place being called Babel's Tower, in connection with 
a tower still standing,^ a necessary appendage, in which was a wind-mill used 
for crushing the ore. The workmen who came with him were called Craymer, 
Hollister, OUis, Frankham, and Steager ;* their descendants still live in Bitton, 
or near to it, and some are still workmen at the Battery Works. 

Champion, though an enterprising manufacturer, did not neglect to make his 
place at Warmely attractive. At the rear of his works he built a new house for

of each is then stopped with clay: the fire being properly applied the metallic vapour of 
the calamine issues through the iron tube; the air being excluded it does not take fire, 
but is condensed in small particles in the water, and being re-melted is formed into ingots and 
is sent out under the name of zinc or spelter," annually more than 200 tons. Instead of 
allowing the molten cinder or slag to run away in an useless state, it was run into moulds 
of square or other form, and so became serviceable blocks suitable for buildings, especially 
for quoins. These black slags are exceedingly durable, they are not affected by any 
weather, their glossy surfaces remain as clean and smooth as when they were first moulded.

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himself, in front of which he laid out in Dutch style a beautiful walk 
through several acres of meadow land. A row of elms still stands which 
he planted, having grown to gigantic proportions. On the northern side 
of the house he constructed a large lake, covering thirteen acres, building a 
very heavy dam and gates to regulate the supply, of water to his mills. 
An ornamental arch and a house built above it formed a neat entrance 
where the water filled the lake, the house also serving the purpose of a 
dwelling for the keeper. Lastly, in the centre of the lake, on a small 
island, stood Neptune, nearly 60 feet high — constructed of masonry 
according to the traditional proportions of that monster. Its face, chest, 
and arms being made of white plaster or cement, contrasted effectively 
with its head and lower parts of the body of rough black cinders from 
the works; while one hand, extended, held the usual barbed fork.^ This 
image had a weird effect from a little distance. 

The spelter works continued in the hands of Messrs. Harford till 1834, 
when Mr. Davidson took them in hand ; he then resided at Waxmley 
carrying on the Pin factory Mr. Davidson gave up the Pin Works 
about 1835. In 1830 they purchaseil the fee sim})le of all the Harford 
property; and in 1837 Mr. Davidson became the sole proprietor, and 
carried on the spelter work till his death in 1851. Alfred Davidson a 
son succeeded, adding some pottery business then first erected by him, but 
this was not successful, and the premises were sold in 1862 and again 
sold in 1880. Nothing but pottery for draining pipes is now done. 

These Pin works about the beginning of the present century passed to Mr. 
John Poole Baretty, whose executors sold to Messrs. Davidson and Francis 
about 1807. A most extensive business in pin making (dating from the time 
of Queen Elizabeth) under the name of Durnford and Co. was carried on 
here. The work was much distributed anions: the women and children 
in the surrounding district, where the heads were made and fixed and the 
pins put in papers. When the Pin Works were in full operation there 
w^as a Pin Block in almost every cottage, with a simple machine for heading 
the pins, worked by the foot. The pin trade was entirely changed by the 
introduction of machinery by Messrs. Charlton and Lambert, on Kingswood 
Hill. Their works are now closed.

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We will now pas 5 to another manufactory of metal — the Iron Mills at 
Willsbridge. These mills were erected on the site of the ancient Manor House 
of Oldland, on a stream called the Millclack Brook, which runs through the 
valley of Southernwood.* As early as 1712 Mr. John Pearsallset them up for 
roBliig iron, especially hoop iron ; also for making steel. The works were 
successfully carried on by the family many years. 

In 18f I Mr. Thos. Pearsall took out a Patent, dated 30 Dec, for his 
inventioift for applying hoop-iron for the construction of roofs instead of 
timber ; but it was a failure — a roof set up over the London Docks collapsed 
— after that, the works were discontinued. Mr. Pearsall retired to Bath, 
were he died, March 1825. The premises were sold in 1816, and the mill 
converted into a flour mill.. 

There was another Iron mill at Wick, on the borders of Bitton, worked by 
the waters of the River Boyd, where scrap-iron under heavy tilt-hammers was 
worked into solid masses called puddings, and then rolled into bar and bolt iron. 

A little above tin Willsbridge mills in Oldland Bottom, a Chemical manu- 
factory was established for making Sal Ammoniac, Glauber's Salts, Ivory 
Black, &c. ; the firm was ITolbrow, Haynes, & Co., under the management of 
Mr. Wm. Henderson, the son of a former manager, at the time the premises be- 
longed to Mr. Jos. Stibbs. It passed into various hands, and was entirely closed 
about 1840 ; the premises were sold in 1850, and the works carried to Netham. 

There used to be works on the Avon, at Hanham, for supplying Bristol with 
water ; afterwards the buildings were converted into flour mills ; but the whole 
have long been in ruins. 

At Conham there was at the beginning of the present century a Manufactory 
of Gibbesium so named from Dr. Gibbes, an eminent Physician of Bath, who 
invented a process for the speedy conversion of Aninal matter into Spermaceti : 
also Prussian Blue, and Hartshorn^. 

The making of Hats from wool by felting and covering them with the furs of 
the hare and rabbit, was a manufacture in which many of the families living on 
Oldland Common were busily and profitably engaged, especially from the 
beginning of the last centurj-. The beaver work was chiefly done for the 
London market and Bristol, the wool felt work for Bristol and foreign market

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trade ; but the introduction of silk hats gradually closed the hatters' shops, and 
now very little work of that sort is done in the place. 

There used to be a small Paper Mill on the Boyd in Golden Valley, which 
was transferred to the vilhige of Bitton, on the site of the mills belonging to 
the Brass and Copper Company. This mill was burnt down in 1849 ; the 
premises were purchased by Messrs. Sommerville of Edinburgh, who in the 
same year erected very extensive machinery with all the modern improvements 
of the trade. The works have recently been enlarged after another fire, and 
rebuilt in 187G. About 400 hands are employed, making thirty to thirty-five 
tons per week of fine writing, envelope and Government paper. They made 
the greatest part of the paper used for the last census in the year 1881 . 

There is nothing to be said about the Coal works, because they are not 
manufactories ; but there are some very clever works, connected with the pits 
which deserve to be mentioned — namely, the Levels, as they are called 
— underground culverts or drains cut through the solid rock for taking ofi* the 
water from the pits without raising it to the surface by pumping machines 
Some of these are laid down in Plate XI, the plan of " Mr. Player s Manors. " 
The " new Level " is about two miles and-a-half in length and empties into the 
Siston brook. This Level was constructed to drain the coal works of two 
Liberties, one in MargotsSeld parish bsyond Kingswood Lodge, and the other 
in Bitton parish. Thirty-six coal pits stood on this Level. Another Level, to 
the north, and another called Painter's L3vel, further north, drained all the 
neigrhbourhood above and north of Soundwell, their extremities almost meetinor 
together and joining with the new Level towards " Trinity Oak "' or the 
Flagstaff, where the new Level begins. In this way a complete system of 
drainage was effected. In the centre of this an area exists, called the Broad 
Fawt : here no coals were found, consequently no drains or levels exist in it. 
The total extent of this scientific drainage of the pits existing before 1790, 
amounted to nearly ten miles. 

The following are the principal Levels :— Painter s, Cockshot Hill, north of 
Kingswood, Player s at Warmley, Cool and Potter's Levels in Magpie Bottom, 
south of Kingswood. 

From Soundwell Pits, the level made by a late Mr. Whittuck empties itself 
into the Avon between Hanham and Conham ; it is nearly four miles in length, 
and is connected with Potter s LeveL

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CHAPTER VI 



GEOLOGY OF THE PARISH OF BITTON.' 



The geology of the parish is so closely connected with the great Coal basin of 
Gloucestershire and Somersetshire, that it will be necessary to explain in a few words 
the general features of that basin. Roughly, it takes the form of a triangle, Tortworth 
being the apex, the Mendip anticlinal, running from east to west, forming the base, 
its eastern and western sides being the Cotteswold plateau and the Bristol Channel. 
A fringe of Mountain Limestone, dipping more or less from the sides to the centre, 
forms the rim of the basin, and the coal, in varying thickness, depending upon 
local disturbances, rests in the central depression. The river Avon, flowing from 
east to west, divides this area into two poiiions, the northernmost being the Gloucester- 
shire, the southern-most the Somersetshire coalfield. It is then in the south-east angle 
of this Gloucester area that Bitton lies. Partaking in the general upheavals and 
depressions which characterize the whole district, and by means of which the coal 
so necessary to the use of man is brought within easy reach of his labour and toil, 
the nature of the scenery is much influenced thereby, and the irregularities of the 
surface cause the charming diversity of hill and dale. A stranger taking up a 
geological map of this part and looking at the black patch which occupies the greater 
part of this parish, might hastily come to the conclusion that he was in the midst 
of the " black country," but such is far from being really the case, for the tall 
chimneys of the pit are but sparsely scattered here and there, and, with the exception 
perhaps of a bare and ugly patch of ground near Warmley, its northern boundary, 
where the coal pits cluster together more thickly, the rural simplicity of the scene 
is not marred by those ugly marks of industry ; and the pretty combes and " bottoms " 
which run up into the eastern fringe of the basin, afford as much interest to the 
pencil of the sketcher as to the hammer of the geologist. 

With hammer in hand then, what do we find in our traverses across the parish ? 
Beginning from the Avon, which winds its sluggish way between banks of alluvium 
ihat are constantly falling inwards as the stream now cuts its way to this side, then

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to the other, and crossing northwards over the flat meadow land, we come to a 
gravel pit about a quarter of a mile south-west of the Church ; this tells its own 
tale, plums must be placed in the plum pudding somehow, the pebbles must have 
been brought here by some agency, the sluggish stream or the tiny brooklet close 
by must have been the agents ; but then how changed was their aspect 1 Instead 
of quietly stealing its way along the valley, receiving here and there a little brook 
to swell its body in times of occasional rain, the main river must have been much 
broader and more impetuous, receiving on more sides than one tributary torrents 
which carried down the debris of the stittta over which they flowed. For in this gravel 
pit we find traces of most of the rocks of the neighbourhood, i.e, of those that are 
sufficiently hard in their composition to resist the destructive action of water; such 
as rolled and sub-angular pebbles of Flint, Lias, Oolite, Mountain Limestone, Sandstone' 
and Millstone grit. With regard to this latter, a few remarks as to its local name may 
be worthy of record. The Bittonians call the pebbles and larger blocks of sandstone 
scattered so largely about the parish, and more especially in the neighbourhood of 
the Church, " Bitton Sawyers." The origin of the name seems to be hidden in the 
mists of obscurity.* 

If, however, the origin of the local name be somewhat puzzling, not so the source 
from whence these pebbles came. Purely local and restricted to a well defined area, 
the parent rock must have been close at hand. This we find to be the case; for 
if we trace up the course of the river Boyd northwards, we shall find that after 
passing through that picturesque Limestone ravine called the Wick Rocks, it 
flows over some hard beds of sandstone, these are the Millstone grit beds, which 
have been faulted against the Carboniferous Limestone, and, without doubt, have 
during the progress of past ages been fretted down and carried away to strew the 
lower levels of the river Boyd, where it debouched into the Avon. It requires no 
great stretch of the imagination, unscientific though it be, to picture in the place 
of the present brawling brook an angry and rushing flood; for does not history 
record, by the pen of John Dennis of Gloucestershire renown, only some two and 
a half centuries ago, how the river Boyd afforded him ample sport for his skill in 
the numerous kinds of fish which sported in its rapids and pools ? Somewhat diflTerent 
from its present state it must then have been. Further investigation, however, indicates 
that we need not look to the Millstone grit beds at Wick as the only source of 
these pebbles, for they may easily have been derived from the hard bands of siliceous

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Coal measure sandstone, which crop up so abundantly with the true Coal measures and 
are so diflScult to distinguish from the Millstone grit proper. 

One might be tempted to consider these deposits as a portion of the Mammalian gravels 
which are spread throughout the Avon valley — ^and most probably they are — ^but the 
writer has not been able to find any Mammalian remains associated with them ; and he is 
not aware that any have ever been f oimd in this identical pit, though the gravel beds near 
Londonderry, hardly a mile distant and on a similar level, have yielded these remains, viz: 
a pair of large elephant's molars. In a field adjoining Fieldgrove House on the south 
side, there is a Chalybeate spring. 

We must, however, pass onwards from our gravel pit, merely noting by the way 
the importance of so seemingly common an object in giving an epitome of the 
neighbouring formations. Crossing over some more level ground, and leaving the 
fringe of Alluvium bordering the Avon, we come to some gently rising slopes of 
the Lower Lias ; most probably these constitute the lower beds of that division, as 
we know from the sections opened in the neighbourhood that this is the case, for 
the Ammonites Bucklandi beds are cut through by the line just after passing Kelston 
station on the east, and on the west the White Lias, that peculiarly local formation 
which constitutes the passage beds between the Lower Lias and the New Red Marl, 
is exposed in the openings made for road metal. We know also that the Lias quarry in 
Sydenham meadow has yielded abundant specimens of Nautili and Ammonites Bucklandi 
and Connybeari, characteristic Lower Lias species ; also abundance of Enchrinites, also 
a very large specimen of Plesio«aurus Dolichodeirus found in the year 1830 and now in 
the Museum at Bristol. Very fine specimens of these Ammonites are to be seen adorning 
the local gardens. Indeed, by following the line of railway a little to the north of Bitton 
station these beds are^ well seen, and a pretty little section of New Red Marl, with its 
capping of White Lias, is crumpled up into what geologists call an anticlinal, or saddle 
back — ^the White Lias, with a trace of the Lower Lias, forming the top of the ridge — ^a 
corresponding roll of these beds forms to the north a synclinal or trough, bringing in 
again, in descending order, the Lower Lias, the White Lias, and the variegated beds of 
the New Red, called the " Keuper marls," those rich red soils so well suited for meadow 
lands and orchards. Whilst the railway was in process of construction many character- 
istic fossils from the Lower Lias and Rhoetic beds were found here, and some curious 
concretions from the Lower Lias clays, assuming the shape of large peg tops. These 
Septarian nodules when cut exhibit the usual irregular internal fissures filled 
up with crystalline Calc-spar, and make when polished pretty cabinet specimens: (For 
a description of the interesting series of fossils obtained from this section, vide 
Moore V "Abnormal Secondary Deposits," Quarterly Journal Geological Society, 
December, 1867, p. 498). A little north of this, just where a bridge is thrown

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across the cutting, we come to a remarkable fault, which, running west and east, 
affects all the country from Willsbridge through Jayhill (in the Inferior Oolite 
capping of which strontian is found,) and Beech, passing to the north of Granville s 
Monument,^ and onwards in an easterly direction. This brings an entirely new set 
of rocks to view in this section, for, tracing the beds of the Lias and New Red 
Marls northwards, we find their upturned edges resting at a high angle against 
a perpendicular wall-like mass of Palaeozoic Sandstone, locally called " Pennant 
grit." Mr. Etheridge estimates that there must be a throw here of at least 500 feet. 
It is owing to these faults and disturbances in the strata, as was before stated, that 
the more deep seated rocks are brought to the surface, and their valuable mineral contents 
are capable of being utilized. Here then, literally, by one step we pass from the 
Secondary and Triassic rocks on to the Coal measures, for this Palaeozoic sandstone, 
called Pennant, is really the Coal measiu-e sandstone of the North and Midland counties, 
focussed as it were in a dense thickness, calculated at some 2000 feet, and dividing the 
actual coal beds into two series, called the Upper and the Lower Coal Series. All the 
cuttings on the Midland Railway, so far as Warmley and Mangotsfield, are made in this 
rock, and here are some of the best sections in the neighbourhood for a study of its 
petrological character. Composed of a micaceous and fissile sandstone, containing traces 
of carbonaceous matter, it is throughout its extent generally of a brick red colour, with 
here and there veins and pockets near the surface of a darker, almost black, hue. This 
arises from the presence of hcematite iron ore, which, if it only existed in larger 
quantities, ^ould add greatly to the mineral wealth of the parish. Mr. Etheridge 
calls the Pennant grit the " great storehouse for the iron ores ; " and at Frampton, 
Cotterel, and Iron Acton these ores have been profitably worked. This all pervading red 
colour, however, does not extend far into the interior of the sandstone beds, but is merely 
an external stain, for when the blocks are broken up, the interior presents a greyish blue 
appearance. These beds form a very valuable material for building purposes and 
monumental tombs. The Pennant quarries at Hanham often assume a conchoidal 
shape, and large spherical masses are found in it. 

Turning westward from Warmley we follow the boundary of the parish up to Kings- 
wood, where we are in the very heart of the coal industry, as the black colour of the 
muddy roads, and the numerous heaps and smoking chimneys indicate to the most casual 
observer. The lower series of coal beds are worked here. They consist of about twenty 
workable seams, divided by beds of Shale and Sandstone. The ridge of high ground 
forming Kingswood Hill was formerly supposed to belong to the Millstone-grit, or 
" Farewell rock," as the miners call the last beds of siliceous sandstone below which coal 
ceases to be found. But the persevering energy of the great coal proprietor, Mr. Handel

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Cossham, has satisfactorily proved that the exposure of sandstone forming the elevation 
between St. George s and Holy Trinity, hitherto marked in the maps of the Geological 
Survey aa Millstone grit, is composed of the hard siliceous beds of the lower Coal 
measures ; in other words an outcrop of the Pennant gi'it, locally called " Holmes rock." 
Hence it follows that instead of barren ground below, which would have been the case if 
this belonged to the Millstone grit series, no less than thirty-four beds of coal of more or 
less thickness, are reported to have been found in orderly succession, coming in beneath 
these sandstone beds. Truly a little geological knowledge is a profitable thing for all 
landowners ! 

Before leaving the northerly boundary of the parish we will look in at the 
Kingswood Reformatory for Boys, one of those admirable institutions which do 
their work in a (juiet, methodical way, but are not so well known as they 
should be. (See p. 214 ante.) Here may be seen the boys busily at work 
on levelling the irregular ground caused by sinking for coal at some former period. 
The various coloured fire-clays and shales of the coal measures crop up to the 
surface with numerous bands of a hard siliceous sandstone ; the clays are coloured 
yellow and red by oxides of iron, and are used for making bricks : but occasional films of 
carbonate of lime, caused by infiltiation from above, somewhat interfere with the quality 
of the bricks. The sandstone bands here might easily deceive any one not well versed in 
the geology of the district, for a hard specimen from its dense siliceous texture might 
readily be taken for Millstone grit, and apparently, so far as the petrological character of 
the rock is concerned, there is but little difference between it and the Pennant grit. 
Passing on southwards, in the direction of the Avon, from whence we started, the coal 
measures are crossed in the direction of their dip until we come to the Pennant again at 
Conham. The winding banks of the Avon are here, for some distance northwards, 
rendered very picturesque by the various workings for the Pennant grit, which forms a 
prominent feature at this point, and is of great commercial value. The usual concretions 
exist in these beds, and a very good specimen of spheroidal form may be seen at the 
mouth of the last tunnel but one of the G.W.R., on the right hand side going to Bristol. 
The mass is of an unusual size, and some ofiicial has had the good taste to erect a pedestal 
whereon to place it for preservation. 

Before, however, turning to the easternmost portion of the parish, a few words must be. 
said concerning that little patch of Coal measures through which the river Boyd flows, 
forming what is called the Golden Valley, near the centre of the parish. Owing to the 
denudation of the New Red Marl, which once covered this valley, the lower series of Coal 
measures are exposed, and a shaft has been sunk through the Pennant grit, here 200 yards 
thick, until it reaches the depth of 300 yards, at which point that valuable seam 
called the " Parrot " coal is won, and is much used for smith and steam purposes ; 
Mr. Anstie considers it to be the deepest working in this Coal field, reaching to the 
vertical depth of 640 yards, whence the coal, only eighteen inches thick, is brought to the 
surface and sold at a profit. 
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We now pass away from the coal district proper, and leaving the Golden Valley 
on our left cross over the Lower Lias beds on to the Marlstone in the neighbourhood of 
Upton Cheney. On the sloping side of a pasture field to the west of the village, some 
years ago, Mr. Charles Moore found considerable traces of iron ore, about two feet 
beneath the surface ; and perhaps, fortunately for the peaceful inhabitants of this retired 
spot further excavation disclosed the fact that instead of a series of iron-ore bearing 
beds, which he at first thought extended downwards to some depth, it was ascertained 
that owing to the disturbed nature of the ground, the sanie bed of comparatively trifling 
thickness was repeated over and over again by a series of steps, and thus was of but 
small commercial value. 

From these Marl-stone beds we pass up the picturesque valley called Pipley 
Bottom over successively the Sands which come in as the passsage l>eds between the Lias 
and the Oolites, and are called Midford Sands, on to the beds of the Liferior Oolite, 
Fuller's earth, and Great Oolite capping the hill at Derby Point, on Lansdown. The 
Fuller's earth beds may be readily traced just below the top of the hill ; consisting of a 
zone of more or less thickness of soft clayey and irregular ground, above which burst 
forth niunerous springs. These clay beds form the water-bearing bed on which rests the 
result of the drainage of the great Oolitic plateau above, and hence arises the source of 
the stream running through Pipley bottom. From Derby point a rapid descent takes us 
over similar beds to those passed in the ascent of the valley ; and at the end of a lane 
not far to the north of Beech Fann, we find ourselves approaching the Coal-basin we had 
just quitted. In a hollow so concealed as to be invisible from the high ground to the 
south-west, we come aci*oss a quany of Carboniferous limestone variously called Granham 
Grandmother, Grabham, or Grammar rocks, according to the leaning of the rustic mind. 
The Limestone beds dip as they ought to do towards the centre of the Coal-basin, at an 
angle of 50^ a little to the west of north, and are covered on their under surfaces with 
Producti ; and in some cases the interior mass of the beds seem to be almost comprised of 
these shells. Veins of hsBmatitic coloured clays traverse these beds in the line of their 
dip, and owing to the steep pitch of the beds and the " Master " joints, they seem capable 
of being worked out in fine regular blocks. 

We have now pretty well beaten the boundaries of the parish, and from this slight 
sketch any one versed iii the A b c: of geology must see that it contains materials 
of great interest for many a geological ramble, and when to this we add that the 
Vicar s garden has had for oO yeai-s past, and continues to retain a wide-world reputation 
for the botanical treasures to be seen therein,' we conclude that this parish is of no 
small interest geolo^cally and botanically.

CHAPTER VII. 



FLORA OF THE PARISH OF BITTON.— I. 



The following list of plants is based upon the " London Catalogue of Plants," 1877, 
which follows the arrangement of the last edition (Symes') of the " English Botany." 
The English names are taken from Galpine's ** Synopsis of British Botany," 
London, 1820/ 

In making the Kst I have relied chiefly on my own observation, corrected and largely 
supplemented by the greater experience of Mr. Browne, of Batheaston, who kindly 
went through the Catalogue with me. Some of the names also are given on the 
authority of Babington's *' Flora Bathoniensis " and Sweet's " Flora Bristolensis," both 
of which comprise different portions of the Parish. The result is that while I do not 
consider the list a full list of the plants of the Parish, and feel sure that it would 
be largely increased by a more accurate search (especially among the Aquatics and 
Gramina) I can safely say that all the plants there named have been found in the Parish. 

The area comprised is the whole Parish of Bitton, and owing to the great variety of 
the geological formations, the flora contains representatives of a large number of 
families, the chief exceptions being among marsh and bog plants, and plants peculiar 
to the chalk. — H. N. E.

ANTIQUITIES OF THE PARISH OF BITTON. 



'' There be some who BHght and despise this sort of learning, and represent it to be a dry, 
barrren, monkish study : but I dare assure any wise and sober man that Historical Ain:iQUiTi£S 
do deserve and will reward the pains of any English student. I wish the excellent parts of 
many other writers were not spent upon more frivolous arguments, where by subtleties, and 
cavils, and controverting quibbles, they serve only to weaken Ohiistianity, and (what otherwise 
wore pardonable) to expose one another/' — Bishop JTennsift History of Kidlington, 1695. 



THE ANTIQUITIES OF THE PARISH. 

" The antiquities of this parish '* [ Bitten], (says Budder in his History of OhucesUr)^ '' consists 
of old foundations of buildings found in the tithing of Hanham, and the remains of camps and 
fortifications, which haye not without rea8<m been attributed to the Bomans ; for Tacitus 
informs us that in the Emperor Claudius' time, F. Ostorius, Frsetor of Britain, subdued the Iceni 
and Gangi, and planted several garrisons upon or near Antona, generally supposed to be the 
Avon, which seems to have been the boundary of the country of the Cangi in these parts." 

First as to the VIA JULIA which runs through the parish (see Plate xvii), I 
avail myself of the description of it taken from Ooxe*s Monmouth, 4to. vol. i, p. 13, 
1801. It was communicated to Mr. Coxe by his friend, Rev. Thos. Leman, "whose 
knowledge of Roman antiquities is unquestionable, and who had attentively examined 
the country." 

" The Via Julia ran from Bath by a small lane called Weston lane, leaving the 
Church of Weston to the north, and instead of turning up the present road at the 
end of the village towards Lansdown, continued straight through the valley, now 
an obscure track, till it joined the present horse road to North Stoke. It ascended 
the hill leaving Kelston Beacon on the left, and passing under the strong British 
post on North Stoke brow, entered the village of North Stoke by the name of the 
Foss road; (when a small road approached a greater it often assumed the name of 
the greater, though passing in an opposite direction to its geneial course), but keep- 
ing on the edge of the hill, and leaving the village to the right, descended with a 
sweep to the present upper turnpike road which it joined about a quarter of a 
mile before it reached Bitton, where near the confluence of the Boyd with the 
Avon, was the station of Trajectus. (Called by Richard of Cirencester Abone.) 

" From Bitton it continued with the present upper Bristol Turnpike as far as 
the new Church of St. George, near Bristol, from thence crossed the flat ground, 
leaving the new Church of St. Paul about a furlong to the left, and joined the 
road to Redlands about a furlong from Stoke Croft turnpike After passing Redland 
Court, it wends straight forward nearly in the track of a small road, which still 
partly exists, leaving the present great road to i;he right, and ascending Durdham 
Down, at the back of Mr. Daubeney's house came on the hill near the lime-kiln 
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house. The Roman street, now crossing the road from Clifton to Redland (near 
the tree on which is placed a direction post), is tolerably conspicuous, until it 
falls into the turnpike road from Shirehampton, which it crosses also at tlie very 
spot where it is joined by the road from the Wells. From this place it is still 
highly raised and visible over the remainder of Durdham Down, and running 
between Durdham Lodge and stable, crosses a field or two, leaving another house 
called Pigeon Pie, a few yards to the left, continues under the wall of Snead 
Park, moimts the hill, and gently descending enters the great station of Sea Mills 
or Abone." 

" From Abone, paved remains of the road still exist, as it passes a farm-house of 
Lord de CUfTord's. It then runs through some inclosures, entei-s the Shirehampton 
turnpike, near the end of Lord de Clifford's grounds ; and continuing between the Inn 
on Kings Weston hill and Lord de Clifford's house, descends between the mansion 
and the stables, and passses straight by Madam Farm hill it joins the banks of the 
Severn. From hence was the passage into Wales, and pai-t of the road, from the 
opposite side of the river to Caerwent (the Venta Silurum) existed, still paved, only a 
few years ago." 

" To explain the reason for placing Trajectus, Abone, and ad Sabrinam at Bitton 
Sea Mills, and the Seveni side, the reader must be referred to the respective itinerai-ies 
of Antonine and Richard, by which their apparent agreement may be reconciled."

The names of the places may have been transposed, the numerals being written in 
Roman capitals may have been changed ; yet as both these authors a^rree in fixin^)* 
the same route between the two stations of Aquse Solis and Isca (which are undoubtedly 
Bath and Caerleon) with only the trifling difference of one mile, such a strono- 
coincidence of circumstances should have prevented the numeix)us errors of commenta- 
tora, particularly as traces of the Roman road still exist between them, and the 
distance from Bath to Caerleon nearly corresponds with the number of the

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" As both Antonine and Richard agree in affixing vi to the first station, there is no 
reason to infer (as some writera have done) that vi is a corruption of xi, unless no 
vestiges of a station could be discovered at the distance of six miles. But at Bitton, 
exactly six miles from Bath, there are evident traces of a Roman camp accompanied 
with a tumulus (the coastant attendant on Roman roads and stations) and placed near 
the confluence of two rivers, the Boyd and the Avon, a position commonly chosen by 
the Romans." 

" As Antonine is generally more correct than Richard, I have no scruple to adopt his 
name of Trajectus (it being in fact the station from whence the passage over the 
mountains (which separated it from Bath) began, in preference to that of Abone ; but the 
name m of little consequence, provided the position itself of the station be ascertained. 

" From Trajectus the Roman road undoubtedly continues in the track of the present 
turnpike, as far as St. George's Church, near Bristol, and from thence to the great port of 
Sea Mills or Abone. That this was no inconsiderable station, the foimdations, coins, 
and remaias, daily found, plainly prove : that it was the great port of the Roman navy 
I have no doubt ; it stands at the confluence of the river Trim with the Avon, and 
was a place peculiarly well situated for the magazine of their naval stores, as well as 
the shelter of their fleet, on this side of England. The road leading to and from it is 
visible: exploratory camps are placed on each side, and one on King Weston Hill, 
corresponding not only with that on Lansdown, but with one near the Cross Hands, 
easily maintained the communication with the great station of Caerwent. The distance 
of viiii in the itinerary of Antonine between Abone and Trajectus, exactly agrees with 
the distance from Bitton to Sea Mills : and as it was the great station on the Avon, it 
probably derived the name of Abone, from its position on that river. 

" From this station Venta Silurum is placed by Antonine at the distance of nine miles ; 
whereas the direct distance from Sea Mills to Caerwent is not less than twelve, but as 
the sum total prefixed to this Iter does not correspond with the amount of the respective 
numbers, by a deficiency of five miles, it may be concluded either that some of the 
numerals were corrupted, or a post omitted by the inattention of transcribers ; accordingly 
in referring to Richard we find the station of ad Sabrinam, iii, not mentioned by 
Antonine, a distance which exactly accords with that of Sea Mills to the Severn, and 
along the line of which traces of a Roman causeway are still manifest. By adding these 
three miles, the distance from Sea Mills to Caerwent will be twelve, and from ad 
Sabrinam for the place of embarkation on the Severn, nine, which allowing about six and 
a half for the passage is the distance from Caerwent. 
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" I presume therefore to offer the following corrections of Antonine and Richard : —

The above account of this Roman road by Mr. Coxe, as to that portion which describes 
it from Bath to St. Greorge's, with which I am well acquainted, entirely agrees with 
my own opinion, viz., that the Trajectus was in the village of Bitton, where the 
present turnpike bridge crosses the Boyd, between the Camp on the north side and 
the ancient Barrow on the south. It is worthy of note that in the map of Kingswood, 
dated 1610 (Plate xiii), the Bath road is called Augusts Causewaye, which to this 
day is called Aggie's Way. 

Seyer, in his Histoi^ of Bristol, 1822, p. 148, speaking of the Roman road says, 
" It must have been on the north side of the River Avon, but neither myself nor 
any friends whom I have consulted have been able to discover any trace of it, although 
we have examined the ground attentively ; it is probably lost under the present turnpike 
road. Seventy or eighty years ago there was a causeway all through the parish of 
Hanham, which was seen sometimes on one side of the road and sometimes on the 
other, and which the old inhabitants then called the Roman Road, and certainly they 
called it right." 

" Near Hanham, in the High Road," says Barrett in his History of Bristol, p. Ill, " not 
a mile and half from Bristol, near St. George's Church, an um of coins was lately found." 

So much for the Via Julia. 

The finding of Roman brick and pottery, Cinerary ware and TessersB in the church- 
yard and vicarage garden, has already been mentioned ; also many Roman coins in 
Oldland Bottom (p. 5, ante). 

In Congrove, belonging to Beach Farm, just under Derby Point, Lansdown, the 
foundations of a Roman Villa have been found, with pottery, coins, a Fibula, rings, 
&c., also a fine specimen of a pair of Querns. 

At Upton Cheyney Romam coins and pottery ; the latter being very common in the 
immediate neighbourhood ; also Sainian ware. 

In Coffin Tyning near Beach, some stone coffins have been found. 
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At Granham Rocks (query Grandmere), near Beach are the remains of a Roman \dlla. 
In "Farmers Field" very near, but not in the parish, Roman brick, pottery, and 
fragments of tiles, are innumerable. 

At Hanham, opposite the Castle Inn, on the east, there are remaias of a Roman 
villa, with potter}'. 

On the Hill siih annexed to Westwer in Bitton a Roman Bath was found, 185- ? 

On the north border of Bitton, in the parish of Wick and Abson, in a field called 
" The Chassels " there are three Druidical Stones ; two remain set upright, the third 
lies prostrate, described with engravings in Seyer*s HiMory of Bristol, p. 201.

RECORDS. 

The following Records of proceedings at law in the reigns of Henry III 
and Edward I illustrate the descent of the Manor of Bitton and Hannum, 
together with the genealogy of the parties concerned, and also afford some 
remarkable evidence of the manners and usages of the age. 

The first is an entry of an Assise of Mortdancester, brought by John 
de Vivonia, son and heir of Petronil de Vivonia, against David de Blunt 
and Amabil his wife/ for a messuage and two carucat-es of land in Bittonj 
which were claimed by David and Amabil, by the gift of the same Petronil, 
This action exhibits in a remarkable manner the importance of the livery 
of seisin which accompanied, or rather constituted the most important part 
of, the gift of land No dispute was raised as to the charter of feofment 
by Petronil to David and his wife, but it was alleged that she continued 
in seisin till her death, and therefore her heir could oust the grantee. 
Her answer to this plea was that Petronil enfeoffed David and Amabil of 
the tenement, with all chattels and crops thereon, except one palfrey which 
was expressly reserved, and absented herself for six weeks from the house, 
but afterwards returned, not as mistress but simply as a common friend 
or visitor ; and, falling sick there, she was so fearful of endangering the 
title of her grantees by dying in the house, that she caused herself to 
be carried to the vicar's house in the town, where she died. This story 
furnishes a curious illustration of the contemporary treatise of Britton. 
See Introduction to Britton, 1865, xxxvi; ib. vol. i, 259, 265.* 

The three next records belong to a lingering suit of trespass in the 
nature of ejectment for the wardship of the infant heir of the Manor of 
Hanam, then held by a family of the name of Saltmarsh. The parties 
between whom the seignory of the manor, and the consequent right of

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wardship, waa disputed, where Richard de la More on the one side and 
David Blunt and Petronil his wife on the other side, the other defendants 
in the action (John Micegros or Musegros and another) being apparently 
agents of the Blimts. The action was tried by inquest or jury, and 
determined in favour of the plaintiff Richard de la More.' 

The fifth record relates to the same wardship of the infant heir of Salt- 
marsh. The former proceedings were in the last year of Henry III and first of 
Edward I when the heir was in every sense an infant. In the 15 th year 
of Edward I the heir, John Saltmarsh, had attained the age of discretion 
which gave him a right to oust the guarduin of land held in socage, but 
not the age of twenty-one years, which would have entitled him to livery 
of land held by knight service.* He then claimed, by writ of Mortdancester, 
to have seisin of the Manor of Hanam, which, since the decision of the 
former action, had remained in the hands of the Lord, Richard de la More. 

The defendant's (de la More's) answer to the action is simply, that the 
manor i, held by Wghf s service, and that he dam« the wa^p till the 
la^ age or Lj2y of Johu.

history of the title of both the parties. The title to the land was derived 
by the plaintiff Saltmarsh from an ancestor, Robert de Hanam, who was 
enfeoffed by Robert Harding, temp. Hen. II. The title to the seignory 
was acquired by de la More by purchase from Petronil de Amneville, who 
being, with (her niece) Petronil de Vivon, coheir of (her father) Robert 
de Amneville, obtained the seignory of this manor of Hanam as part of 
her purpartry, Robert de Amneville having, as it is stated, been enfeoffed 
of the same seignory by Robert de Berkleye, son of Robert Harding. This 
latter statement is confirmed by the verdict of the jury in the Assise, who 
found that the manor was held by military service, and they were the 
more ready to come to this conclusion because the manor was parcel of 
the barony of Berkeley, which was of itself held of the Crown in chief by 
that tenure. 

The sixth record is a plea of Quod Permittat,* brought by Master Thomas 
de Button, or Bitton, against the same Richai-d de la More, to enforce the

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right of Thomas to estovers of housebote and heybote, that is, to take 
wood for fuel and fence in the wood of Richard. From this action, which 
was determined in fevour of the plaintiff Thomas de Bitton, it appears 
that he derived his estate in Bitton from his uncle William de Bitton, 
whose heir he* was.

Whereas Sir Baynham Throckmorton, Knt. & Bartt. on the behalfe of himself & Sir 

Gilbirt Gerard, Bart. & Alice the Widow of Sir Nicholas Throckmorton by his humble 

petition presented to his Majestie the 28th of November, 1667, did sett fourth, that his 

Majestie, having a right of chase & depasturation for deer in the Chase of Kingswood in 

the County of Gloucester-, contayning about 3,600 acres, wherein ffive Lords of Manors 

have right to the soyle & woods therein growing & was gratiously pleased, & by letters 

patents under his greate seale bearing date the 5th of March 1661, to grant unto Sir 

Humphry Hooke Knt. the Rangership or Custody of the said Chase with a charge of 401bs. 

per annum for mayntenance of Keepers, That your Majestie sometime after being informed 

that there have been no deer in tlie said Chase for many yeares & that the said Ranger has 

not putt any in but receives the said 40lbs per annum for nothing, was gratiously pleased 

upon the petition of the said Sir Gilbert Gerard & Sir Nicholas Throckmorton since deceased 

to incline to an Improvement of the said Chase, & out of his Majestie's gratious 

consideracion of their services & sufferings to and for yo»ir Majesty's Royall fFather of 

blessed memory & also to and for your Majesty to grant by a privy seale bearing Date 17th 

of March to the said Sir Gilbert Gerard the sume of loOOlbs & to the said Sir Nicholas 

Throckmorton the sume of lOOOlbs. to be raysed out of such ffines as should be imposed 

upon ofiTenders in the said Chase, or out of such Compositions as should be made in money 

or land for the discharge of yr Majestie's right of Franchize and liberty of Chase there 

That the said Sir Gilbert & Sir Nicholas having expended much money in the prosecution 

of the said business, the said Sir Nicholas dyed in the yeare 1664 before anything was 

effected therein; by means whereof the said Sir Nicholas has incurred a great debt, 

left his wife and six small children in very sad condition : That hereupon in the yeare 

1665 at the importunity of the said Sir Gilbert, & also of the widow of the said Sir 
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Nicholas dow destitute of interest in those parts or ability further to prosecute this his 
Majesty's intended favour to them, the petitioner did humbly represent their condition to 
his Majesty by petition, & did humbly offer in respect of some interest he had reason to 
believe he had in those parts, to engage himself in the prosecution of the said Improvement 
if your Majesty should be pleased to grant unto the petitioner the full & entire interest 
& benefit of such part of the soyle, as by composition should be sett out to your Majesty 
by Commission appointed by the Lord Treasurer in lieu of his Majestie's Franchize in the 
said Chase for 60 yeares ; the petitioner paying to his Majestic the yearely rent of 201bs. 
during the said terme, wherein his Majestic was most gratiously pleased to declare his Royall 
assent by his warrant directed' to the late Lord Treasurer, who in pursuance thereof did by 
articles bearing date the 10th day of May, 1666, agree with the petitioner accordingly ; 
since which time, the petitioner to remove the obstruction he received by the aforesaid 
patent of Sir Humphrey Hooke, did pay unto him lOOlbs. for his surrendjer thereof: And 
hath, at a very great charge, executed several Commissions out of his Majestie's Court of 
Exchequer in the said Chase, whereby offering to the aforesaid Lords & Commoners his 
Majestie's gratious pardon for all past offences there, & free discharge of his Majestie''s right 
& Franchize in the said Chase, so as they would agree to sett forth one third part of the 
soyle of the said Chase to his Majestic for ever: To which some of the said five lords have 
consented & many of the most sufficient Commoners ; but by reason of the refractoriness of 
one Lord & some Commoners who cannot by any course of law be compelled to consent, his 
Majesty having no right in the soyle, the so long & troublesome endeavours & expenses of 
many hundreds of pounds by the said Sir Gilbert Sir Nicholas & especially of the petitioner 
are likely to become ineffectual; & they not onely to loose the benefit of his Majestie's 
intended favour to them, but also all the great charges they have been at to their undoeing: 
& therefore humbly prayed, that since the said Chase hath no deere in it, or is otherwise 
beneficial to his Majestic, his Majestic would be gratiously pleased to grant by Patent under 
the Great Scale unto the petitioner all his Majestie's right & interest in the said Chase, for 
the said terme of 60 yeares, with full power to store the same with deere at his charge, & 
receive & take the whole benefit & advantage of them to his own use ; & also to enable the 
petitioner by a due course of law in his Majestie's name, to prosecute all past and future 
offenders contrary to Chase law, & a statute made in the 3lst yeare of Q. Elizabeth against 
. . . . of cottages, & to receive the fines legally payable by them to his Majestic for 
. . offences: And also to grant power to the petitioner by such wayes as his . . . . 
. . . ... . lords of the soyle 

of their severall lordships or liberties in the said Chase to his Majestie 

. . . . And thereupon his Majestie pardoning all past offences in the said Chase, & 
franchizing the remayning two parts to such consenters & the petitioner to ... . 
of his Majestie's said third part during the said terme of 60 yeares to his own use & benefit, 
reserving to his Majesty a proportionable rent towards the aforesaid 201bs. per annum ;

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Whereby the 401bs. per annum payable by his Majestie to the keepers will be saved, & an 
advance of rent to his Majestie's revenue, & the petitioner will be able to make his 
Majestie's intended favour to the aforesaid persons of some advantage to them out of the 
fines & compositions ; & the petitioner may hope to have some reparation towards the great 
paynes & expense he hath been at in the prosecution of this business. Which petition was 
by his Majesty's command, signified by Mr. Secretary Morice the 7th of Novr. 1667, & 
referred unto the Right Honourable of the Treasury, to consider the 

contents of the same, & to make report to his Majestie what they think fit to be done 
therein : & then his Majestie will declare his further pleasure. But their Lordships not 
thinking fit to intermeddle therewith alone, did present the same to this Board, And the 
said Sir Baynham Throckmorton by another petition read at the Board, the 11th of 
this insUnt June, humbly praying that the bdfore recited petition might be read before his 
Majestie in Council, & that a day might b3 appointed for the petitioner to prove the 
contents thereof: And that his Majestie's Attorney Generall & Surveyor Grenerall might be 
ordered to attend, to present his Majestie with their knowledge therein ; And all partyes 
appearing this day accordingly, & being called in, &; heard, upon serious consideration of 
the whole matter, his Majestie was gratiously pleased to declare his royall pleasure : and it 
was accordingly Ordered by his Majestie in Councill that the said Chase called Kingswood 
be stockt with Deere ; & that the said Sir Baynham Throckmorton be, & he is hereby 
constituted and appointed, his Majestie's Ranger of the said Cbase.

This Indenture made ye 20th January in ye one & twentieth yeare of ye Reigne of

Humphrey Hooke knt. & of ye travaile paines & expences of ye said Sr Bainam Throck- 
morton for & about an improvement to be made of part of ye wast ground of ye said fforrest 
or Chace for his majties benefitt by warrant of ye late Lord Treasurer with his majties 
approbation, & also in consideration of ye covenants provisions & agreements hereafter in 
these presents conteyned, & on ye part of ye sd Sir Bainam Throckmorton his Executors 
-& Assigns to be performed — Hath granted leased sett & to Farme lette & by these presents 
(with the advice of ye Lords Commissioners of his majties Treasury) doth lease sett & to 
ffarme lett unto ye said Sir Baynam Throckmorton All ye fforrest or Chace called Kingswood 
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& lyinge & beinge in or near ye parishes of St. Phillip <fe Jacob in ye Citty of Bristol & 
parishes of Bitton, Mangottsfield alias Mangersfield, StapletoD, alias Stableton-Hambrook, 
and West Hannam in ye County of Grloucester, conteyning by estimation three thousand 
four hundred & thirty & two acres of Wast land, be the same more or less, & extending upon 
diverse other lands as well waste as inclosed in or neare the parishes aforesaid or some of 
them, together with all Bucks Does & other Wild Beasts now being within ye limmitts of 
ye said fforrest or Chace, and all liberties ffranchises priviledges rights & appurtenances to 
ye said fforrest or Chace belonging incident or appending or within the same fforrest or 
Chace heretofore had used or enjoyed in ye times of ye late Queene Elizabeth or the late 
King James & King Charles or either of them by reason or pretext of the said fforrest or 
Chace or ye liberties or ffranchises thereof : To have & hold ye said fforest Chace ffranchise 
liberties priviledges & all & singular other the Premisses herein before mentioned & 
intended to be hereby granted to them & every of theyr appurtenants unto ye said Sir 
Baynham Throckmorton his Executors Administrators & Assigns, from ye ffeast of St 
Michaell the Archangell now last past for & during ye terme of threescore yedrs from 
thence next ensuyinge & fully to be complete & ended. And ye said King's majtie is 
gratiously pleased & doth hereby for him his Heyres & Successors give and grant unto ye said 
Sir Baynham Throckmorton his Executors Administrators & Assigns, full power & authority 
to replenish & store ye said fforrest or Chace with Deere, & by all lawfuU wayes & meanes 
to erect Lodges for keepers & to suppresse & prevent Cottages Purprestures Assarts & 
nuisances there, of what nature or kind soever, and alsoe to preserve the Covert & vert for 
the safety and preservation of the said Deer, and to that end the said Sir Baynham 
Throckmorton for himself his Heyres Executors & Administrators doth covenant & grant to 
& with Mis majtie his Heyres & Successors by these presents that he ye said Sir Baynham. 
Throckmorton, his Executors Administrators or Assignts or some or one of them shall & 
will within the space or time of seaven yeares now next comming at his & their owne 
proper costs & charges replenish & store the said fforrest or Chace with a competent number 
of Deer, not being less than five hundred, & to keepe & preserve the same for ye hunting 
& disport & recreation of his majtie his heyres & successors resorting thither in person at 
any time or times during ye said terme herely granted. And also from time to time during 
ye said terme as much as in him & them lyes, & as they may lawfully do, save &> defend ye 
trees woods & underwoods now left growing & hereafter to grow in or upon any part of ye 
premisses from spoyle & destruction whereby ye said Deere may be kept & defended, and a 
sufficient proportion of vert & Covert for them may be maintained & continued. And 
further also that ye said Sir Baynham Throckmorton his Executors Administrators or 
Assignts or some or one of them shall and will at his & their own proper costs &; charges 
within three yeares next ensuing the date hereof, repaire all such of the lodges within the 
said fforrest or Chase as were heretofore used by any ye keeper or keepers thereof, or of any 
part or parts thereof & are vet standing, in such manner as the same may be iitt for ye

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habitation &; aboad of keepers as formerly they were used, & also within six yeares now 
next commin^ rebuild & sett up all such of the said Lodges as are fallen & in decay soe 
that they may be fitt for the use &; hiibitation of such Keepers as aforesaid. And likewise 
•erect &; sett up four other lodges for the uses aforesaid within such parts & places of the 
said fiforrest or Chace where the same may be lawfully & most conveniently erected & built. 
And further that he ye said Sir Baynham Throckmorton his Ex'ors Administrators or 
Assigns or some or one of them shall & will support maintaine & keepe all & every the 
said Lodges in good & sufficient repaire during ye said terme, & at ye end or other deter- 
mination thereof leave & yield up the same together with the flForrest or chace soe as 
aforesaid stored & replenished with Deer : &, the said vert & Covert saved & preserved to & 
for the future use & benefitt of his Majestic his Heyres & Successors. Provided always & 
it is intended & hereby declared & agreed, that it shall & may be lawfull to & for his 
Majestic his Heyres & Successors resorting to ye said fForrest or chace from time to time 
personally to hunt chase kill & carry away such & soe many of ye said Deere as he or they 
shall think meate, so as ye said fforrest or Chace be always left sufficiently stored and 
replenished with Deere according to ye first intent and meaning of these presents, & alsoe 
that it shall and may be lawfull to & for his majestic his Heyres & Successors from & after 
the end of three yeares now next comming, to give & dispose of five Brace of Bucks & ffive 
Bi*ace of Does & not more yearely in ye respective seasons during ye remainder of ye said 
terme of sixty yeares by a warrant or warrants under his or theyr owne Royall Signature to 
«uch person or persons as he or they shall think fitt, ye same Deere to be fairely killed & 
served by ye Under Banger Keepers or Keepers of ye said fForrest or Chace that shall be 
from time to time constituted by ye said Sir Baynham Throckmorton, his Executors 
Administrators or Assignes, according to the direction of such warrant or warrants respec- 
tively anything herein before conteyned to the contrary notwithstandinge. Provided also 
that if this present Indenture be not inrolled & before his Majestie's Surveyor Grenerall & 
ye auditors of ye said County of Gloucester within six months after the date thereof, then

after to bee in the said forest or Chase, and prevent hinder &> obstruct all & all manner of 
hunting, coursing, and . . . within the same, • . . precints and perambulations 
thereof — and to that end and purpose the said Robert Dover is hereby authorized and 
empowered by himself or under officers, from tyme to tyme to take away seize and secure 
all Hounds Greyhounds Spaniells and other dogs that shall at any tyme be found hunting 
or coursing within the precints bounds and perambulation of the said forest or Chase — and 
to take away and seize all guns netts and other engines that are kept within the said 
precincts for the destruction of his Majesties game within the same. And further, by all

AND S. CHAPMAN [a.d. 1681.] 

Memorandum — It is agreed this present day by and between Mary Baskett of Clower- 
wall in the County of Glouces: spinster, Elizabeth Throckmorton Carolina Throckmorton 
and Mary Throckmorton three of the diu?hters of Sir Baynham Throckmorton late of 
Clowerwall aforesaid Knt. and Baronet deceased of the one part, and Ffrancis Creswick of 
Hannam in the said pariHh of Bitton in the said County of Glouces. Esq. Thomas Stubbs of 
Stapleton in the said County gent, and Stephen Chapman of the Citty of Bristoll gent, of 
the other part as follows 

First — it is agreed by and between the said parties that the said Mary Baskett, Elizabeth 
* Throckmorton, Carolina Throckmorton and Mary Throckmorton, shall and will for the 
consideration hereafter mentioned well and sufficiently assign convey and assure unto the 
said Ffrancis Creswick, Thomas Stnbbs, and Stephen Chapman, and to such other person or 
persons as they shall direct and appoint All that the Chase of Kingswood in the said County 
of Gloucr. with all the rights, privilledges, Gtirae of deere, advantages and apportions 
whatsoever to the same belonging which the said Sr Baynham Throckmorton held by lease 
from the King's Majesty that now is for the terme of sixty yeares from Lady Day which was 
in the XXIth yeare of His Majesty's Reign: To hold to them the said Ffrancis Creswick. 
Thomas Stubbs, and Stephen Chapman and their Executors and assigns from the present 
day for and during all the residue and remaynder of the said tearme of sixty yeares^ which 
is yet unexpired. The Conveyance thereof to be made at the costs of the said Ffrancis 
Creswick, Thomas Stubbs, and Stephen Chapman doe covenant and promise to pay or 
cause to be paid unto the said Mary Baskett, Elizabeth Throckmorton, Carolina Throck- 
morton, and Mary Throckmorton or to some of them their Executors or Assignes the sum 
of eight hundred and fifty pounds of lawful money of England on or before the first day of 
Aprill next, All which the writings and conveyances are to bee sealed and executed And the 
money aforesaid is agreed to be paid at such house in or near Bristoll as the said Ladies 
shall direct and appoint. And thereupon they are to deliver unto the said Ffrancis Creswick^ 
to bee kept by him for the use of himself and the said Thomas Stubbs and Stephen 
Chapman and such other persons as shall bee mentioned with them, the originale lease from 
His Majesty before mentioned, under the Great Seal with all other writings papers and 
evidences whatsoever that does in any way concern or relate to the said Chase ; for witness 
whereof the said parties have hereunto sett their hands and scales the third day of 
January 1681.

LETTER FROM FRANCIS CRESWIOKE TO JOSEPH DUNDEN, IN WHICH 

THE END OF KINGSWOOD CHASE IS SET FORTH. 

Dear Sir, 

In the abscence of my son youraof the 7th of June came to my hand — I answer that 
there is such a number of yeares at 11 — to come on the Pattent for Kingswood, you say a 
great Peer has got a grant thereof, much good may it do him, for my part I have had 
enough of it : and perhaps he may too before he is 7 yeares older — I doe scarce believe my 
son will engage therein, nor would I advise him thereto and when this is done, the 
freeholders will never part with theyr right of Common to the King or to all ye Peers in ye 
kingdom — besides the lords who have real estates, and reside in the county, that is Sir 
John Newton Mr. Berkeley Mr. Chester and Mr. Player are soe related to several great 
families in ye county that noe Peer can cope with them — this is my sentiments freely 
given not to discourage pattentee on his proceedings, for I should be glad to live to see it 
begun, but I am sure I shall never see it ended, for I would that somebody should revenge 
my quarrel, there should be nothing wanting in me to assist them but I am im willing that 
my son before he is settled should engage therein to gett the ill-will of so many Gentlemen 
as I Jiave done, however at his return from Ireland, which I hope will be in some short time 
I shall give him yours, who shall himself write to you, and if I have any thing within the 
meantime to communicate I will answer it as far as I can. Tis true wee have gotten a 
Decree for ye King's right of Chase at a great expense and not one farthing ye better for it, 
nor will any body ever, for tis now utterly destroyed and not possibly to be restored, how- 
ever we shall not better for it, for the woods are most if not all cutt downe, and since the 
Decree about 100 Cotts and inclosures which . . . freeholder, . . against these 
Lords so that they would be glad to see thes^ Lords punished . . such a member 

before . . . The Chase contains 3 or 4000 deres the extent 

perhaps 6 miles round or more the land is good, but part overrun with black thorns and 
some holly. I am of opinion that the Patentee must begin his suit in the Excheq. and file 
against all the said lords, for a Commission of Oyer and Termner will not be granted, nor 
has been these several ages, but a Commission of Oyer may be easily had what will be of 
no advantage to patentee, but before the Court of Excheq. and Kings . . . with 
Counsel. This is the truth of ye matter without any reserves or concealment, for if I did 
know any thing to disclose in any way to advize, you should freely command me without 
expecting or proposing a reward which I am very sensible I cannot meritt, for all our 
proceedings are on Record. 

Sir, — If you and your friend come down, you both shall be truly wellcome to me and my 
son — ^assure yourself of my sincerity, perhaps a personal conference may be more satisfactory 
and to view the premises very proper, tho' I have said much in a letter, and you shall find 
nothing but truth, reality, and sincerity in me, and having a grant of je premises your 
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inquiry need not be private, but most publicke as you can, by which means you will the 
better . . . judge thereof, and of my present judgment, and as to the value of the 
land if the ground was all cleansed and cleared of the thorns and other encumbrences, (which 
never will be) it would be worth twenty shillings an acre. Mr. Chapman and Mr. Stubbs 
have been long since dead, myself only svrvivinge, there is nobody now claims or at least 
concerns themselves with the Chace but ye said Lords, I should readily part with my right 
(if any) soe may be freed from my Covenants with ye Crown, but Stubbs sold his rights to 
the said Lords which was ye destruction of ye Deere — myne and Chapman's interest being 
undivided there, that ye said Lords will never part with theyre interest there till ye 
II yeares do expire, you may be confident of that — if any thing more strikes you pray be 
free to command I shall as readly obey, being Sir, your most humble Servant.

[This Entry in Rawlinson MS. proves that before 1660, in the time of Sir John Newton, the Chantry Chapel 
(see p. 7 and 820 ante) was in a ruinous state, but the tradition that it was built by Sir John Barr will be seen to 
be an error.]

The Impropriation is ye Corpes of ye Prebend, of Bitton, in 
ye Cath. Ch. of Sarum, who is alsoe Patron. 

This Parish was formerly an Hundred of itself. 

The Church consisted of one fayr intire He, with an handsome pinacled tower at ye west 

end wherein are 5 Bells. 
There was on ye north side a chauntry Ghappell locked to ye Ch. built as is supposed by 

Sir John Barr's family, one of whose Coheyresses married to ye Newtons of Barr's Court in 
this Parish, and is now tlie Residence of Sir John Newton Bar* who . came out of Lincoln- 
shire — now demolished.
